Dear EOHHS Staff: 

Chapter 28 of the Acts of 2009 - the ethics reform law - establishes mandatory education and training 
requirements for public employers and public employees. The State Ethics Commission has established two 
parts to the Conflict of Interest (COI) training mandate: 

• Annual COI Summary 

• COI Training 

In 2010, all EOHHS employees were required to complete both trainings listed above. The Annual COI 
Summary must be completed every year. 

Beginning immediately for 2011, all EOHHS employees must complete the Annual COI Summary for 
2011. All employees should complete this as soon as possible. 

This includes all agency heads, managers, supervisors, and employees (including contractors and 
volunteers). All EOHHS employees who have computer access are required to complete the eLearning 
entitled “CSD - Annual Conflict of Interest Summary 2011” available in PACE. This eLearning will take 
approximately 15 minutes. For employees or contractors without access to PACE, a paper-based 
“Annual Conflict of Interest Summary 2011” is available through the Agency Training Director. 

In addition, employees who did not complete the COI Training in 2010 must do so in order to be in 
compliance with the State Ethics Commission mandate. 

This training is also available as an eLearning entitled “CSD - Conflict of Interest Training" in PACE and in 
paper-based format for those without access to PACE.
